Greetings! 


Throughout these three decades that NCNA HEADS AND TALES has sought ‘to serve and to promote 
northern California numismatics’, specifically, organized numismatics, both coin hobbyists and local coin clubs, 
the key element has been the individuals, or as addressed in the prior NCNA HEADS AND TALES issue, the 
names, those names. Some gone, some no longer active, and some still serving. 


The Names. The Names. Yes, but with names there is another element, and it is ‘History’. 


As a local museum volunteer, amateur historian, and member of two genealogical societies, Your Editor 
has matured in his understanding about this element: ‘History’. 


Recently, two e-mail inquiries have ignited this element. One came from someone seeking information on a 
relative with the now-defunct and disbanded Fontana Coin Club in southern California, and the other was from a 
Past President of the Vallejo Numismatic Society, who served back in 1959!

It is more than a documented record or the dates to know or reference to possible 
activities; rather, it is those ‘Names’, and, just as importantly, it is the foundation of today on which tomorrow is 
erected. Like a home, a foundation is first, and like gardener, the planting is first and the strength for successful 
sustained, and sure growth. 


Herbert Miles, among the most noted northern California numismatists, once defended his passion for 
collecting and studying ‘Black Collectibles’ by retorting that ‘one has to know where he or she came from to know 
what he or she is now’. Herb is right. It is ‘History’. 


For a local coin club, it should be no different, for it is simple: those before have made it possible for those 
today to build something for those tomorrow. The Charter and Founding Members did not launch a local! coin club 
to last ‘x-number of years’, while they may in awe, if still alive, be impressed and pleased that it prospered ‘x- 
number of years’. It is ‘History’. 


For a local coin club, it is important that there be a Historian or Archivist, with the passion and willingness, 
to care and to secure the past, and it is equally important that the members, of today, comprehend the local coir: 
club’s heritage and background. It would be no different than a genealogical record of your family or the musings of 
a sport writer in the Sunday column of great plays and players or you converting Kodak slides to a DVD and posting 
on Facebook.

Do not interrupt a dealer to ask to see a coin when he is talking to another customer, and do not 
ask to see coins currently viewed by others. Do not block the way for others to view items, and be 
courteous to them.” In addition, “when viewing coins, ask to see only the coins that you are interested in, 
for you will be saving your time as well as the dealers.” Needless to say, “never reach into a dealer’s case 
unless they give you permission.” Lastly, “always handle coins carefully and keep the coins on the top of 
the cases in view of the dealer, and when returning a coin, or coins, after inspection, make sure the dealer 
knows that you gave those back, just do not leave the coin(s) down on the case and walk away.” Let Your 
Editor Also Admonish: ‘Please do not cover the entire case area with your books and ‘stuff’, not allowing 
others to view the cases’ contents’. Sidebar: Your Editor always enjoys reading RANDY’s opening 
editorial commentary, and he certainly worthy of far greater exposure than the mailings of the monthly 
FRESNO NUMISMATIST or these reiterations here periodically in NCNA HEADS AND TALES. Great 
Insights, RANDY!

MAJOR ERWIN P. WALLAKER, USAF (RET) 
1929—2011 


We here among our local Solano County groups----Fairfield Coin Club, Solano Silver Round 
Club, and Vallejo Numismatic Society----knew Major Erwin P. Wallaker, with both affection and 
casually, as ‘EP’ or ‘Wally’. Among those in the neighboring South Bay/Silicon Valley, as the San Jose 
Coin Club and Cupertino Coin Club, they, too, would address him as ‘EP’ or ‘Wally’. In fact, until 
recently, this eulogist did not know his real first name. 


‘EP’ was a fixture at our local groups since relocating to Solano County over a decade ago; yet, 
before he joined us, ‘Wally’ was already a fixture around California’s ‘world of money’. 


‘EP’ had two great passions in life: the Air Force, which he proudly served as a Sabre jet pilot 
and would share tales, and numismatics. It was in numismatics that most all of us here in Solano County 
and earlier in the South Bay/Silicon Valley knew ‘Wally’. 


While ‘EP’ was not really active among our groups, in the South Bay, ‘Wally’ had an impressive 
record: Charter Member #34 of the Cupertino Coin Club, its first Vice-President and later President, 
member of the San Jose Coin Club, serving a quarter century as its Treasurer, member of other local coin 
clubs, and honored by Cupertino Coin Club in 1982 with a Honorary Life Membership and by the San 
Jose Coin Club in 2002 with induction into its ‘Hall of Fame’, something that ‘Wally’ was most proud. 


‘EP’, we remember, was always lucky in the drawings, and his Show ‘n Tells always had a story. 
‘Wally’ once explained about a ‘blue moon’ with his Show ‘n Tell, and this eulogist purchased his ‘Josh 
coin’, which was his Show ‘n Tell about the 1883 racketeer nickel. 


‘EP’ would often, on a personal note, even after becoming incapacitated, telephoned me, asking 
“or updates and supporting my efforts to advance nationally in organized numismatics. We, when the 
chance allowed time, would reminisce about those in our ‘world of money’ who had passed-on and that 
we both once knew. ‘Wally’ was never without some remembrance. 


‘EP’s prior service plus his numerous remembrances were at times called upon for advise and 
counsel, for he spoke of expertise and experience. ‘Wally’ was listened to. 


Sincerely, it is said that when a pilot passes onto the next life, he or she is ‘flying West’, and it 
would be most fitting for our ‘EP’ to be ‘flying West’. 


Ending, our life is made of many events, experiences, and efforts, some good and much not so 
good. It is important to remember those who during our short time on this Earth who did not just make a 


difference but rather made life and living, at times, bearable and even pleasant. ‘Wally’ was one of those. 


In closing, as ‘EP’ ‘flies West’, we should reflect on this old Irish saying: “The Tree Remains. 
But, Not The Hands That Planted It.”

WHY NOT COLLECT MEDALS? 
By Robert F. Fritsch, NCNA Member 


Congratulations to NCNA HEADS AND TALES for its 30" Anniversary. May you have many more while helping 
the hobby grow and prosper. 


One of the hottest pursuits in numismatics is collecting medals. They are everywhere, issued by myriad people, 
organizations and governments. NCNA itself has its President’s medal, and many coin clubs have an ambitious 
medals program. Medals constitute the fastest growing class in exhibit programs sponsored by such organizations 
such as ANA, FUN and Central States. This growth is not something that just happened — there are several basic 


reasons for it. 


While coins are the mainstream of numismatics, their existence is basically to serve as an instrument of commerce. 
We collectors take it a step further by collecting and studying the item itself while essentially ignoring its purchasing 
power. But when you come right down to it, once you have seen one coin of a series, you have seen them all. OF 
course there are variations but a Seated Liberty Dime is essentially the same no matter the date. 


Medals on the other hand are almost unlimited in scope. The designs can be in high relief which makes them much 
more artistic than the flat relief required of coins. Medals can be large or small or somewhere in between, where 
coins must conform to a size restriction which is based on value. Medals have a variety of reasons for their 
existence: to commemorate past events, to promote current events, to honor individuals, to serve as awards for 
service or as prizes for excellence. There are all sorts of types like Town Medals, Coin Clubs, Historical, Individual, 
Prize, Shooting Medals and awards, Celebrations like Mardi Gras Doubloons, and Military Challenge “Coins” — and 
these are just what is in my collections. Alpert and Elman in their book Tokens and Medals list well over fifty 
different types of medals, as does Katie Jaeger in A Guide Book of United States Tokens and Medals. The field is 
wide open and all the collector has to do is decide what to collect. 


One very common error a coin collector makes when approaching a medal is only looking at two sides, the obverse 
and the reverse. But that third side often carries lots of information like the sculptor, mint, series, serial numbers, 
production date and composition. This allows the collector to build a good catalog of holdings and hopefully to 
share that information with others. Coins have been pretty well covered and there is little original research left, but 
for every medal cataloged, there are 20 others that aren’t. 


There are two major numismatic organizations that concentrate on medals — The Medal Collectors of America 
(MCA) and The Token and Medal Society (TAMS).’ MCA focuses primarily on Historic and Art medals while 


TAMS encompasses them all. Websites are http://www.medalcollectors.org/ and http://www.tokenandmedal.org’ 
respectively. 


There is one compelling reason to collect medals — they are inexpensive compared to coins. A coin mintage of 
1,000 is considered scarce to rare, while a medal mintage of 1,000 is huge. I have two gold medals in my collection 
from the New England Numismatic Association, the only two in existence. Despite this extreme rarity, I paid less 
than $500 for each of them. Just imagine the price if they were United States issued coins... 


For me, there is nothing more gratifying than building a collection of great medals. It is quite an easy thing to do. 
And don’t forget the California Exonumia Challenge which is open to all members of NCNA.

In fact, additional shelving must be 
installed. In addition, for the first time, the Library enjoys its own small contingent of ‘Library Friends’ 
assisting in arranging and cataloging,” reported Mr. Hill.

In addition, donations of other references will be gradually included. The Library would welcome 
collections and newly release complimentary copies. Since September 2011, three or more significant 
donations have been received and are being processed. 

The Library is located on the mezzanine level of the Museum, and is open on‘every Tuesday, 
1:00 PM to 2:00 PM and Second Saturdays, 1:00 PM to 3:00 PM, with exceptions for holidays and 
large Museum events. Directions to the Library, which is convenient to the Museum’s main entrance, may 
be obtained at the Museum’s Registration Desk.
